An EntorpriM to Create as Inland Sea aid Miks 
• Sntthtm California anil Aruona Blosscn Life* 


the R«fr-i Region of Great Mineral Wtalth 
and Resources. 


General Fremont, Governor of Ari- 


zona, has submitted to the proper au- 
thorities at Washington a plan for bring- 
ing the waters of the Gulf of California 
back to what is supposed to be their old 
basin in Southern California. This 
basin, which is now a dry and sandy 
desert, is 200 miles long, 50 miles wide, 
and in its central part is 350 feet below 
the level of the sea. It lies between 
Southern California nnd Arizona, and is 
unfit for tho sustenance of man or beast. 
General Fremont said yesterday to u 
Herald reporter, in answer to the ques- 
tion as to how he proposed creating this 
inland sea: "It is perfectly feasible. 
Between the upper end of the Gulf of 
California and %the basin or valley in 
question a ridge of land interposes, 
thiongh which it is proposed to cut a 
canal for a distance of ten miles to a 
lake about twenty miles long, and at the 
other end of the lake continue the canal 
some fifteen miles more. The cost 
might be §1,000,000 nnd the time neces- 
sary for the work perhaps six months, 
but the benefits to California and Ari- 
zona would be incalculable. The great 
wants of Southern California and the 
adjoining region of Arizona are water 
and moisture. On the eastern slope of 
the low range of mountains that sep- 
arates this basin from Arizona all is dry 
and barren as in the basin itself. The 
heat is intolerable and no vegetation is 
possible. The introduction of this great 
body of water would change the whole 
face' of things. It would induce cool ant 
tempering winds to blow over and form 
clouds to moisten the parched and aric 
plains. In short, it would make the 
•whole surrounding country to blossom 
like the rose." 


"Have you an idea that this desert 


basin was once filled with water?" 


"Certainly; all the evidence goes to 


show that such wns tho case. Number- 
less sea shells may be observed on its 
surface, and the general soil and forma- 
tion is that of the bed of a dried np sea." 


"How is the project regarded out 


there?" 


"It is quite popular. It would be the

History— The Silver 


Miners— Tae Growth of the Town. 


Lcudville the city of carbonates, is a 


jiani-wonder. A year ago last August, 
t was an old, deserted mining camp with 
not more than 50 people. 
Iu 1859, as 


»n outgrowth of the Pike's Peak excite- 
ment, the placer mines of California 
Gulch, Stray Horse Gulch nnd Iowa 
Gulch were discovered. From 1860 to 
1863 $13,000,000 were taken out from 
;hese mines nnd the population of the 
mining camp reached 10,000. 
During 


this time it was one of the roughest and 
wildest mining camps ever known. They 
mined only for gold, and the carbonates, 
which have since become so valuable, 
were then only dirt, and greatly in the 
way, getting into their sluice boxes and 
making a vast amount of trouble. They 
piled them up anywhere to get them out 


the way. In 1864 the placer mines 


were practically abandoned, and, al- 
though since worked at intervals to some 
extent, they have caused no great excite- 
ment. Last year they yielded about 
$70,000 in gold, nnd can only be worked 
during the warm weather of the Sum- 
mer. In August 1877, some twenty 
shanties comprised the whole of the 
town of Leadville. In June, 1878, it 
had a population of only 400. In Octo- 
ber, 1878, it numbered 6,000, and now 
it has a population of 12,000 to 15,000, 
with im additional daily floating popula- 
tion of from 1,000 to 3,000, and "tender- 
heels," or "tender-feet," as they ore 
e i lied, new comers flocking in at tho 
i. te of 300 to 500 a day and seven days 
i:i the week, for in a business point of 
\ ,ew, and for traveling, Sunday is con- 
sidered just as good as any other day 
nnd no better. It is true that in Lead- 
vi lie there are churches and church ser- 
V.JPS, and Sunday school, and those who 
desire "recreation" of that kind have it, 
but those who wish to gamble and traffic 
nnd trade nnd work on Sunday do so 
. ithont let or hindrance. 


Business is the one important thint 


n n mining camp, and anything other 
or less than is looked upon as a mere 
pastime or recreation. Indeed it has 
been but a short time since the business 
tiouses, the stores, the saloons, th> 
gambling hells and "feeding" place! 
were kept open and running busily al 
night, never closing or shutting np from 
one month's end to another. 
They 


thought they could not do otherwise 
But now they have adopted a new order 
closing regularly nights, and huve set 
tied down to that new way with all th< 
dignity of an older city.
